WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP) 
—The biggest string of anti-trust 
prosecutions ever undertaken at 
one time in a single area tight- 
ened today about a sizable seg- 
ment of business in Alaska. 

Prosecutions were started yes- 
terday in Anchorage against 23 


J. Howard 
McGrath said last night that more 
actions are to come. 

MeGrath announced that the 
move was directed against what 
the Justice Department described 
as “collusive arrangements among 
business groups which have ob- 
structed the development and ex- 
pansion of the Alaskan economy.” 

“In recent years, Alaska has 
become of. great strategic impor- 
tance as a defense area,” Mc- 
Grath said. “Since economic de- 
velopment and defense are in- 
separable, it is essential that bar- 
riers to the expansion of trade 
be speedily removed.” 

He noted that President Tru- 
man, in recommending statehood 
for the territory more than a 
year ago, said it was important to 
the country to open up Alaskan 
economic opportunities “on a 
sound, long-term basis.” 

Based on 10 sealed indictments 
returned last Monday by a fed- 
eral grand jury at Anchorage, the 
actions were directed against sev- 
eral lines of trade, including ship- 
ping, fuel supplies, food, the 
liquor business, taxicabs and dry 
cleaning services. 

According to the Justice De- 
partment, the most significant of 
the prosecutions was a double- 
barreled indictment and civil suit 
against Alaska Steamship Co. of 
Seattle and five of its officers, in- 
cluding the president, Gilbert W. 
Skinner. 

The Attorney General said that 
because it is the only line serv- 
ing the territory, Alaska Steam- 
ship “virtually controls the econ- 
omy of Alaska.” 

The company was accused in 
the court actions of excluding 
competition in passenger and 
freight trade in Alaskan waters by 
“a wide variety of coercive and 
illegal means.” ; 

In Seattle, the company issued 
this statement: 

“We are determined to fight 
these charges and to bring into 
plain view the motives of those 
who have instigated and spon- 
sored them. We are satisfied that 
a full trial of this matter before 
a fair and impartial tribunal will:

Continental a Near Monopoly. 

“The facts support the thesis 

that Continental today has a near 
monopoly in transmission of rac- 
ing news which ultimately reaches 
the bookmakers in the country,” 
the report said. 
“It is obvious that so long as 
press associations and racing pub- 
li¢ations may continue to trans- 
mit racing information, and daily 
newspapers and specialized racing 
papers to publish it, the neces- 
sary information with which a 
bookmaker can operate would re- 
main available. 

“It is equally obvious from 
testimony that there is a co- 
mingling and intermingling of in- 
terests and problems between 
such divergent and different op- 
erations as Continental and the 
press associations; Continental 
and the telegraph and telephone 
carriers; the press associations 
and the racing publications.” 

Continental, which had a net 
profit of $692,207 in 1949 before 
taxes, operates a legal business 
and has no direct connection with 
bookmakers, the report said. But 
there was sharp criticism of some 
distributors to whom Continental 
salls its news. 


Apparent Reference to Molasky. 

Some and “perhaps many” of 
these distributors are “not with- 
out blemishes in character,” the 
report asserted. “The evidence 
showed, for example, that one 
spent a year in jail for income 
tax evasion” (apparently a ref- 
erence to William Molasky of St. 
Louis, president of Pioneer News 
Service, St. Louis outlet for Con- 
tinental); “‘many have had brushes 
with the law for bookmaking and 
other violations. 

“It is obvious that in this busi- 
ness it has been found desirable 
to have men who do not shrink 
from enforcing their will outside 
the law.” In scores of cases, the 
report continued, distributors of 
racing news “may be well-known 
local hoodlums or gangsters who 
are the subject of much no- 
toriety.” 


Referring to the relationships 
between Continental, telegraph 
and telephone companies and 
press services, the report de- 
clared: 


“While one may shun the other 
as a pariah and disclaim any con- 
cern in the other’s affairs, all 
have economic and legal interests 
in the same commodity. All 
seemingly agree on only this— 
they have nothing to do with the 
bookmaker; they are not inter- 
ested in him or his welfare; they 
are not engaged in an illegal busi- 
ness; stop the other fellow but 
let me alone.

However, Democratic leaders 
said later they felt they had 
enough votes to beat back the 
Wherry move in time to get a 
final vote on passage of the bill 
Monday. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The measure would continue 
federal rent controls for six 
months beyond the present June 
30 expiration date. Local com- 
munities could vote themselves 
an additional six months of rent 
ceilings before Dec. 31, 1950. 

A similar bill is pending before 
the House, which had canceled | 
its original plans to vote on the 
measure this week at the urging 
of Lucas. 

Opponents of the bill, led by 
Cain, had hoped to delay a Sen- 
ate vote until the House acted, 
in the belief that the measure 
would not fare so well on that 
side of the Capitol. 

With that presumably in mind, 
Cain started his delaying tactics 


out Thursday to push through 241 
minor bills, under an agreement 
which let Cain regain the floor 
yesterday. 

At’ 10:58 a.m. he launched his 
one-man filibuster. He continued, 
with only brief interruptions, un- 
til shortly after 11 p.m. last night. 

Breaks Own Talking Record. 

He thus broke his own talking 
record of six hours and 45 min- 
utes, set in March 1949, when he 
spoke against President Truman’s 
nomination of Mon C. Wallgren 
as chairman of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board. The ap- 
pointment was later withdrawn. 

The 44-year-old Cain fell con- 
siderably short of the filibuster 
record of 18 hours and 23 min- 
utes, set by the late Senator Rob- 
ert LaFollette Sr., of Wisconsin in 
May 1908. Senator Huey Long 
once spoke for 15 hours and 35 
minutes. 

When Cain finally quit the 
Senators became involved in a 
wrangle which kept them in ses- 
sion almost four hours longer. 

For two hours the nators 
present waited around for enough 
additional members to show up so 
the Senate could transact busi- 
ness. When 48 Senators finally 
responded to their names, Sena- 
tor Knowland (Dem.), California, 
suddenly moved to adjourn. 

While that motion lost deci- 
sively, only 46 Senators voted on 
it, once again raising the quorum 
question. In the resulting squab- 
ble, Lucas moved to order the 
sergeant-at-arms to arrest ab- 
sentee Senators—the first time 
such a move had been made in 
some eight years. 

Lucas’s motion carried, but 
enough additional Senators soon

GORILLA ‘BUSHMAN’ 
ILL BUT DOCTORS 
KEEP DISTANCE 


CHICAGO, June 10 (AP)— 
Bushman, a massive, ugly-faced 
gorilla who is regarded as the 
world’s most prized zoo animal, 
is gravely ill. 

The ape, Chicago’s. biggest 
single zoo attraction for some 20 
years, was reported suffering 
from the combined effects of 
arthritis, heart disease and old 
age. 

“He might die in the next five 
minutes or he may live a year,” 
said Dr. Wesley Young, managing 
director of the Anti-Cruelty So- 
ciety and for many years head 
veterinary at Lincoln Park Zoo. 

The veterinarians attending 
Bushman diagnosed his illness 
from a distance. They said that 
even in his weakened condition it 
would be impossible to enter 
Bushm=zn’s cage to examine him. 

No one has entered the huge 
gorilla’s cage since 1936. The bar 
was ordered after Bushman, then 
weighing 150 pounds, pulled his 
185-pound trainer down a flight 
of stairs. ~ 

Bushman is 22 years old and 
said to be the oldest gorilla in 
captivity. He weighs 550 pounds 
and is 6 feet 2 inches tall. The 
strength of his hands is immense, 
veterinarians said, and even if he 
were unconscious his reflexes

stretched hands of his old com- 
rades, the Chief Executive walked 
to the speaker’s table, where he 
took a seat between Eugene P.

O’Sullivan sported a heavy 
brown beard, grown for the Kan- 
sas City centennial celebration. 

The atmosphere of the break- 
fast was informal, and the Presi- 
dent frequently interrupted his 
meal to shake hands or give 
autographs. The hearty menu 
consisted of strawberries with 
cream, Missouri ham, bacon, 
scrambled eggs, country sausage, 
fried potatoes, hot biscuits, toast, 
jellies and preserves, sweet rolls 
and coffee. 

At the conclusion of the meal 
the guests of the Battery were in- 
troduced. These included Secre- 
tary of Defense Louis A. Johnson; 
former Maj. Gen. Ralph Truman, 
the President’s first cousin; J. 
Monroe Johnson, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion; Brig. Gen. Louis H. Renfrow, 
assistant to the Secretary of De- 
fense, and Presidential Press Sec- 
retary Charles G. Ross. 

Mock Cabinet Session. 

The group stood in silence as 
Toastmaster Donnelly read the 
names of the 53 deceased mem- 
bers of the battery. Then the 
President’s former mates swung 
into the frolic phase of their get- 
together. A group led by Don- 
nelly and O’Sullivan held a mock 
cabinet meeting in which each 
“secretary” reported on the con- 
dition of his department. 

In reply to questions by Don- 
nelly, who played the part of the 
President, the “cabinet” sang a 
refrain, “Yes Sir, No Sir, How Do 
You Like your Jam, Sir?” The

President Truman marched on 
foot with his comrades of World 
War I in the annual reunion 
parade of the Thirty-fifth Infan- 
try Division this afternoon before 
winding up his St. Louis visit 
with an important foriegn policy 
address. 

The parade, in which more than 
10,000 marchers took part, moved 
through downtown St. Louis to 
the Mississippi riverfront, where 
the Chief Executive delivered his 
address in dedicating the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memorial. 

President in Front Rank. 
The parade got under way 
promptly at 1 o’clock from Sev- 
enteenth and Olive streets. Presi- 
dent Truman was in the front 
rank, preceded only by two ranks 
of 12 military officers, all war 
veterans selected for that privi- 
leged position. Among those in 
the front ranks was Maj. Gen. 
Ralph Truman, a first cousin of 
the President, who commanded 
the Thirty-fifth Division in the 
early part of World War II. 

Marching with the President in 
a wide row were Secretary of 
Defense Louis A. Johnson, Gov. 
Forrest Smith, Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst, Peter S. Miravalle, new 
president of the Thirty-fifth Divi- 
sion Association; Frank E. Spina 
of Kansas City, four Secret Serv- 
ice men and two detectives. 

Next came members of Battery 
D, 129th, Field } , 
Capt. Harry S. — an 
through some of the heaviest 
fighting of World War I.

Greeted With “Hi, Harry.” 

The President, acompanied by 
the Mayor, drove from City Hall 
to the parade starting point in 
the chartreuse convertible he has 
used throughout his St. Louis 
visit. Spectators lined three and 
four deep applauded the Chief 
Executive, and there were shouts 
of “Hi, Harry!” and “Hello, Mr. 
President.” A band broke into 
the strains of “Hail to the Chief.” 

For a few minutes the Presi- 
dent’s automobile was the center 
of a great hubbub as the Chief 
Executive waved to onlookers and 
even shook hands with some spec- 
tators. Worried Secret Service 
men darted here and _ there 
through the crowd, maintaining 
an anxious watch. 

Before the parade began the 
President signed many autograph 
books. He was in high good 
humor, and many onlookers obvi- 
ously were impressed by his com- 
plete lack of ostentation. 

Explosion of three aerial bombs 
was a signal for the start of the 
parade. 

Twits Reporters. 

Just as he began to march with 
his comrades, the President 
glanced up at reporters and pho- 
tographers riding ahead in press 
trucks and called out, “I’m going 
to get you buys out of that truck 
and make you walk. I've got 
enough help here to do it.” With 
that he waved an arm toward his 
military aides and the secret serv- 
ice men. 

Since it was Saturday and not 
many persons were working in 
downtown offices, there were 
only a few flutters of confetti 
from office windows.

Gambling Charge, Says 
They'll ‘Get Him.’ 


A brother-in-law of the vanish- 
ing Sheltons, Guy Pennington of 
Fairfield, Ill., predicted a similar 


fate for himself today as the 
Shelton family buried Roy Shel- 
ton, who was killed Wednesday, 
in Maple Hill Cemetery next to 
his brother, Carl, leader of the 
notorious Shelton gang. 

Pennington, who married Lulu 
Shelton, one of the two Shelton 
sisters, told Deputy Sheriff Elmer 
(Red) Brown of Wayne county 
that he thought “the Pond Creek 
farmers would get him.” He 
added that “it looks like they are 
going to wipe out all of us.” 

The Penningtons had been re- 
ported on the outs with the 
Shelton clan and last year they 
moved from the county following 
the serious wounding of Earl (Big 
Earl) Shelton in the Farmers 
Club, a Shelton gambling estab- 
lishment on the town square. Pen- 
nington told authorities today, 
however, that the “families were 
getting along fine.” 

Pennington made his sstate- 
ment after he was arrested on a 
warrant issued by State’s At- 
torney Gerald Mayberry yester- 
day charging him with operating 
a gambling establishment at his 
new Twin Pines Club, six miles 
north of Fairfield. The complaint 
was based on _ statements of 
Charles Lodge, a carpenter, and 
W. E. Shehorn, a mechanic, that 
they were not allowed to leave the 
club after winning $150. 

The pair said Pennington told 
them; “You aren’t going to go 
home yet. You are going to stay 
here and play cards or you will 
get a whipping every time I see 
you.” Lodge and Shehorn said 
they managed to duck out later, 
still ahead of the game.

LIE REJECTS POLISH 
PLEA TO ASK CHINA 
REDS TO PARLEY 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., June 
10 (UP)—United Nations Secre- 
tary-General Trygve Lie an- 
nounced yesterday that he had re- 
jected a Polish request that he 
invite Chinese Communists to a 
U.N. technical-aid conference 
opening here Monday. 


Poland said it could not take 
part in the conference on aid to 
backward areas unless the Mao 
Tse-tung government was invited. 
It was apparent that, in view of 
Lie’s reply, the Russian bloc 
would walk out, or perhaps not 
even appear. 

Lie, who has been waging an 
energetic campaign to get the 
Chinese Communists admitted to 
the U.N., told the Polish delega- 
tion that he was powerless to dic- 
tate who should be invited to the 
meeting. He said that a General 
Assembly resolution provided that 
invitations go to U.N. members 
and members of U.N, specialized 
agencies participating in the aid 
program, and that the Nationalists 
held legal title to China’s seat in 
the groups concerned.

(AP)-A 22-year-old man was 
shot to death with a .22-caliber 
pistol today and a former WAC 
was arrested for questioning in 
the killing.

About 400 persons, including 
many women, were in the room as 
the program began. More than 
1000 veterans of the Division 
have registered so far. 


Cobb, head of the division as- 
sociation, introduced President 
Truman in this fashion: “You will 
hear him this afternoon as Pres- 
ident of the United States but 
this morning as a soldier and fa- 
mous artilleryman of Battery D.” 

Then the President told of his

At the conclusion of the recep- 
tion, State Senator William E. 
Hillsman of St. Louis said that “in 
spite of all this I expect 26 St. 
Louis wards will be for Hen- 
nings.” 

Allison attended the reception, 
but Hennings, not having been in- 
vited, did not. Sheriff Thomas 
F. Callanan, a Hennings sup- 
porter, although invited, did not 
attend. . 

Putting Douglas in the front of 
the Hennings campaign is a sub- 
tle injection of the 1941 gover- 
norship steal attempt into the 
campaign. Allison as a State 
Senator was a participant in the 
attempt to “steal” the governor- 
ship from Forrest C. Donnell. 
Douglas, as Supreme Court judge, 
wrote the opinion, concurred in 
by the entire court, blocking the 
scheme. 

Defeated Machine. 

Douglas, too, is the only Demo- 
crat who ever defeated the Pen- 
dergast machine in Kansas City, 
which had a part in the 1941 fias- 
co, and which is now supporting 
Allison for the senatorial nomina- 
tion. 

Douglas, who had been au- 
pointed to the Missouri Supreme 
Court by Gov. Lloyd C. Stark to 
fill a vacancy, Was a candidate in 
1938 for election under the old 
political setup. The late Boss Tom 
Pendergast, seeking a foothold in 
the court, brought out Judge 
James V. Billings of Kennett 
against him. One of the bitterest 
primary campaigns in Missouri 
history followed. 

The heaviest vote ever cast in 
a state primary resulted in a de- 
cisive defeat for Pendergast. 
Douglas won the nomination by a 
plurality of 119,498 in a total vote 
of 757,076. Douglas continued to 
serve on the court until a year 
ago when he resigned to return to 
practice in St. Louis. 

Appeal for Allison. 

Announcement of Douglas’s par- 
ticipation in the Hennings cam- 
paign came at about the time the 
President was pointedly renewing 
public expression of his support 
of Allison in a rear platform ap- 
pearance when his special train 
made a brief stop in Mexico, Mo. 
He introduced Allison to the 
crowd, prolonged a handshake 
with the candidate, and said: “I 
sincerely hope that you people 
will do your part to see that he 
comes to Congress.” He _ intro- 
duced Allison as a Democrat who 
will represent Missouri “as it 
ought to be represented.” 

The old governorship steal ef- 
fort, which was largely responsi- 
ble for Donnell’s election to the 
Senate in 1944, might have been 
‘forgotten as an issue of the far 
past had it not been that Donnell 
| undoubtedly will be nominated by 
the Republicans for another term 
in the Senate, and that the con- 
test will be between him and 
either Hennings or Allison.

The President’s address at 3 
p.m. was telecast by Post-Dispatch 
Station KSD-TV, carried over the 
interconnected television network 
of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System and broadcast all over the 
world by the Voice of America. 
After the address the President 
planned to fly back to Washing- 
ton. 


Voices Plea for Peace.

Ad- 
dressing a crowd assembled on 
the Thirteenth street side of the 
Soldiers’ Memorial, he voiced an 
earnest plea for peace, declaring 
that the United States “cannot 
afford any more wars, either eco- 
nomically or in manpower.” 

“It is indeed a privilege for me 
to be here today to help in these 
ceremonies to those who lost 
their lives in the defense of this 
great republic,” he said. 

“It is this nation’s custom to 
honor those men who make the 
complete sacrifice. We did it

tribute to those who have made 
the supreme sacrifice. And I hope 
we'll never again have to have 
other young men who will have 
to make that supreme sacrifice.

Louis H. Renfrow, assistant to 
the Secretary of Defense, laid a 
wreath in the World War II Court

A volley by a firing squad and 
taps by a bugler brought the 
memorial service to an end, after 
which flags that had flown at half 
staff over the World War I 
and World War II memorials were 
raised to full staff.

ONLY BABIES, ILL, 
AGED GET MILK IN 
PITTSBURGH STRIKE 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 10 
(AP)—Hospitals, orphanages and 
homes for the aged are about the 
only places where milk is being 
delivered today in Pittsburgh and 
nearby communities. 

A strike of 3250 milk and dairy 
workers has cut off other deliv- 
eries to some 2,500,000 western 
Pennsylvanians. 

After the walkout at midnight 
Thursday the Allegheny County 
Medical Association made a spe- 
cial arrangement with the strik- 


ing AFL Milk and Ice Cream 
Driver Salesmen and Dairy Em- 
ployes, local 205, to provide milk 
on an emergency basis for babies’ 
formulas, invalids and others. 

Main issues in the strike are 
wages, commissions and vacation 
improvement, an industry spokes- 
man said. Although exact cone 
tract demands have not been dis- 
closed, the union says it wants a 
40-hour week instead of the pres- 
ent 48-hour week with no reduc- 
tion in pay. The drivers, now 
guaranteed $60 a week, also want 
to be reimbursed for commission 
cuts, 

Farmers in the area were sell- 
ing milk today to all comers for 
90 cents a gallon.

As usual our good librarian, Charles 
H. Compton speaks words of wisdom. 
The salaries at the library are too low, 
the lights are too dim, maintenance 
problems are not being met and despite 
the Song of Pippa Mr. Compton is not 
persuaded that “all’s right with the 
world,” especially the library. 


We wish that Mr. Compton could 
have been more inclusive. What’s true 
of the library is true of so many or- 
ganizations—public and private. And 
hundreds of these agencies have no 
tax support and each year are in a 
haze as to the future. For instance it 
is impossible to make a contract with 
a Community Chest agency employe. 
Jt is just as impossible to guarantee a 
wage increase — any increase. The 
budgets sent in so hopefully in early 
spring are carefully studied and rec- 
ommendations are made but after that 
it’s in the lap of the gods—that is, the 
result of the campaign. 


Many of the Community Chest agency 
buildings are in need of repairs. Not 
to repair now means much greater 
expense later. But im many cases the 
years glide past and the needs increase 
and the capital expense items wait. 

It would be an interesting bit of re- 
search for the Governmental Research 
Bureau to determine how much money 
is needed to care for necessary repairs 
to buildings and equipment now. Then, 
with this fact determined, how about 
calling together our best business brains 
and finding a way out?

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A Way of Life 

President Truman at the University of Mis- 
souri turned out to be a better commencement 
speaker than most because he was more prac- 
tical than most. 

He told the graduates—and all the people of 
the United States—that they have the choice 
of living in a cooperative world or a warring 
world. He himself made the optimistic choice. 
Recognizing that this is a time of troubles, he 
yet refused to join those who “see only the 
dangers in the world—not the opportunities.” 

But he was not content with generalities. Per- 
haps the most important thing he said was that 


the United States cannot end its interest in ° 


other nations with the end of the Marshall plan 
in 1952. 

At the war’s end, he said, Russia was inter- 
ested only in helping itself. Not so the United 
States. Americans chose to work with others, 
instead of trying “to become strong enough all 
by ourselves.” 

Could we have done it? Would it have been 
worth doing? Could this nation have persisted 
long as an island of solid prosperity in a sea 
of misery? Would not the very effort have 
turned the freedom-loving nations against us, 
and so undermined the selfish effort? 

It is this decision which incorporates the es- 
sential rightness, the basic wisdom of American 
foreign policy. Some of the Russian thinkers 
still gamble on an economic collapse in the 
United States and in the other free countries. 
We, on the other hand, are working hard for 
stability abroad as well as at home. The Polit- 
buro hopes to advance its cause through the 
misery of ery. Washington seeks to insure 
Americah well-being through contributions to 
the well-being of others. Given a free choice, 
who would prefer the Russian alternative? 

No accountant can with certainty apportion 
the costs and the benefits of a policy of mutual 
aid. Certainly, the United States has made 
heavy contributions, especially to the nations 
of Western Europe. But what would postwar 
collapse and disorder in those countries have 
cost us? 

The Marshall plan will run out in 1952. Ar- 
rangements to be made for the years after 1952 
also will run out eventually. The policy of 
mutual support will become less and less one- 
sided. But if there is to be peace in the world, 
this policy should never run out. 

It will always be the essential foundation of 
a world of hope and opportunity such as no 
totalitarian power can build by suppression, 
coercion and force. : 

President Truman pointed out the way of 
dignity and freedom. May those who heard him 
always follow it. 
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Mint Julep Without Poetry 


Mint juleps can be made without poetry. We 
state this as an affirmative fact. The recipe of 
the late Col. Matt J. Winn, manager of Churchill 
Downs and the Kentucky Derby, now made pub- 
lic from Louisville, contains generous admix- 
tures of poetry of the more romantic sort, all of 
it attractive but completely unnecessary. 

According to the Winn recipe the mint leaves 
themselves should be gathered from the left 
bank of a Kentucky stream, which is’ poetry 
pure and simple, the poetry of place. It must 
be washed gently—here Col. Winn moved over 
to the poetry of motion. The sugar and the 
water must be put together—the poetry of 
propinquity. And finally the completed julep 
must be allowed to set 10 minutes before being 
tasted—the poetry of yearning. 

We reject this romanticism in toto. The best 
way to make a mint julep is the easiest way. It 
is needless to force the ingredients together as 
Col. Winn would do. They require only to be 
thrown in the general direction of each other, 
and will blend as surely as water seeks its 
level, or boy meets girl, or all that goes up 
comes down. As for letting the julep stand 10 
minutes, if it’s a good julep it deserves to have 
been enjoyed 10 minutes earlier. And if the 
quaffer is a true lover of the mint julep, he will 
wait no longer than it takes.to part his flowing 
mustaches and dip in. 
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Gladewater vs. Mosinee 

When the town of Mosinee, up in Wisconsin, 
had its day of simulated Communist rule a 
month and a half ago, we suggested that the 
idea, however good it might be, could be im- 
proved on. We proposed that Mosinees all over 
the country, rather than attempting to find out 
what life under Red rule would be like, live 
and enjoy democracy to its fullest. 

As the Mirror of Public Opinion oh this page 
shows, Gladewater, Tex., undertook to do just 
this and before Mosinee went in for its sam- 
pling of Communism. The people of Gladewater 
have a belated salute coming. We hope that 
our printing of the extracts from the address 
by Mark Day at the National Education Asso- 
ciation’s citizenship conference will result in 
notice for it elsewhere. 

Gladewater has the right idea. The one best 
way to improve on it is to make democracy the 
rule 365 days out of the year. 
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Gestapo or Army? 

Some knotty questions are raised by Herr 
Adenauer’s request for a central police force of 
25,000 men for Western Germany. The chan- 
cellor presumably had in mind the small East 
German “People’s Police” army. 

But if this proposed new Western force is to 
be trained and equipped solely for standard po- 
lice duties, then it will be in no better position 
to oppose the East German army than the exist- 
ing decentralized police in West Germany. If it 
is to be in fact a back-handed way of starting 
a West German army, then it would violate 
United States policy against rearming Germany. 

There will be suspicions, reasonable suspicions, 
in some quarters that creating such a force 
would be an unnecessary relaxation of the de- 
mocratization effort in West Germany. For one 
part of the Allied program to remake West Ger- 
many in the image of a perfect democracy has 
been to decentralize the pelice. 

The argument has been that, if German police- 
men are to become public servants instead of 
poor men’s tyrants, then they must be subject to 
local control. A strong central police force can 
be a potent force for oppression. 

Perhaps this concept has been proved wrong. 
Perhaps Allied administrators are now convinced, 
with the example of the central police forces of 
Britain and France before them, that decentral- 
ized police are not an essential ingredient of 
democracy. Perhaps there has been a serious 
and unnecessary decline in police efficiency be- 
cause of decentralization. 

But if that is indeed true, then the case should 
be presented on those grounds. If, on the other 
hand, the “police force” really is to be a small- 
scale army, then it should be made clear in 


everybody's mind, particularly the Germans’, 
that it is indeed a military force. For a mix- 
ture of military and police functions can be a 
dangerous combination. And above all, there 
should be conclusive proof of the need for a 
West German army, if that is the real reason for 
this proposal. 

There can be no excuse for letting the Ger- 


mans hoodwink the West into abdicating any of . 


their responsibilities in West Germany when the 
requirements of the cold war do not absolutely 


demand it. 


Gen. Eisenhower’s Yes-and-No 

Gen. Eisenhower's warning to the country 
about “stupendous military expenditures” is 
puzzling in view of the fact that only two months 
ago he was urging Congress to increase an al- 
ready-stupendous military budget by half a bil- 
lion dollars. 


The General says the problem of expenditures 


for the armed services is one of the major 
problems to be faced in the future, and virtual- 
ly everyone will agree with him. The meat in 
the coconut, however, is how to face it, and as 
to that he does not say. Shall it be by mak- 
ing tremendous outlays more tremendous, as the 
General advised in April, or by looking at tre- 
mendous outlays with a reserved eye, as he ad- 
vises in June?- And since Gen. Eisenhower still 
says, now, that tremendous expenditures are 
necessary, just what is the citizen or the mem- 
ber of Congress to do? 

When Gen. Eisenhower says that careless 
charges of Communism should not be indulged 
in, as he said recently, his advice can not only 
be applauded, it can also be understood.. He 
did not say, at various times, that it was desir- 
able, dangerous, and necessary, as he said of 
the big military budget. 

It is barely possible that a virus of double- 
statement is in the air—or perhaps less a virus 
than a miasma. President Truman recently said 
that the world was in a grave state, in an ap- 
peal to Congress for funds, and later said the 
world was getting on much better, thank you. 
The specific remedy for this ailment is the sim- 
ple declaratory sentence, and we commend it 
to the General, the President, and whomever 
else should be concerned. 
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Chiang Hits at Graft 


Chiang Kai-shek has ordered sternest meas- 
ures against any of his officers or troops or 
other personnel caught engaging in graft. 

This comes much too late. It was early in 
the war in the Pacific when outrageous corrup- 
tion came to light on the Burma road. Every 
inch of transport space was needed for supplies 
for soldiers fighting the invading Japanese. 
These forces included many Americans. 

Yet military requirements were often set 
aside or dumped and luxury items went up the 
winding, mountainous road. It was a vicious 
trade which took its cost in lives. 

Granted that Chiang could not have produced 
the perfect man. But he might and should 
have gone a lot further in establishing an hon- 
est regime. The fact that he did not is one 
of the reasons he is today discredited and iso- 
lated on an island of last retreat. 
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What Are the Blodgett Case Facts? 


Has there been a violation of academic free- 
dom at the University of Illinois in the case of 
economist Prof. Ralph H. Blodgett? 

The economist’s colleague, Prof. Donald L. 
Kemmerer, says there has been such a violation 
and that the Dean of the College of Commerce, 
Howard R. Bowen, and the head of the Depart- 
ment of Economics, Prof. E. E. Hagen, are re- 
sponsible. According to Prof. Kemmerer, who 
took the unusual course of speaking to a public 
meeting, the administrative superiors forced 
Prof. Blodgett to leave by stripping him of his 
courses. In any event, Prof. Blodgett is quitting 
Urbana for the University of Florida. 

The University of Illinois has been singularly 
free of academic freedom cases. This.is all the 
more reason to find out whether there has been 
high-handed procedure here. If there has been, 
the people of Illinois are entitled to know it. If 
there has been no such trespass, that fact should 
be made known. The one best agency to look 
into these charges is the American Association 
of University Professors, a branch of which is 
at the University of Illinois. It has a long rec- 
ord of investigating‘ academic freedom cases. 
The A.A.U.P. is just as able to say, on the facts, 
that there is no case, as it is to castigate a dic- 
tatorial university administration. 

Meantime, President Stoddard should move 
promptly to relieve the tensions which the- 
Blodgett case has created. A situation such as 
this can quickly do untold damage within a uni- 
versity faculty. 
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. Mission Accomplished 

One of the techniques ECA Administrator 
Paul Hoffman has used to get first-class person- 
nel into the Marshall Plan organization is that 
of the leave of absence. He has persuaded a 
great many able executives to take a year or 
more from their work at home to serve their 
country abroad. This means turnover in ECA 
personnel, but also a high level of competence. 

Barry Bingham, editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, is one of those who contributed 
their talents and experience to making the 
Marshall Plan work. For a year he has been 
chief of the ECA mission in France. Now, hav- 
ing served his allotted trick, he is coming home 
to resume his editorial duties at Louisville. 

It is an occasion for congratulations both 
ways. The country can thank him for a job 
well done in Paris, and the newspaper business 
is happy to welcome back an able editor. 
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Back-Door Segregation 

What of a draft law that permitted the indi- 
vidual draftee to choose what unit he would be 
assigned to? 

What of a draft law that permitted the indi- 
vidual draftee to decide what uniform to wear? 

Or a draft law that permitted the individual 
draftee to demand any type of training suitable 
to his own conceptions of military service? 

None of these suggestions is inherently any 
more absurd than the Russell amendment to 
the draft-extension law now before the Senate. 
The Russell amendment would allow the enlisted 
man to cho whether he would serve in a 
unit of his race. Under this proposal a 
single draftee could, if he chose, cause the Army 
to abandon the policy of non-segregation toward 
which it has so successfully been moving. 

We cannot believe that the Russell amendment 
is anything more than a gesture, but the Senate 
should strike it decisively. When the obliga- 
tion of military service must be imposed on citi- 
zens the terms on which they will serve must 
reflect the national conscience, and cannot be 
left to individual choice.

I would like to tell you something of 
our “Democracy Beats Communism Week,” 
which took place in Gladewater, Texas, 
from March 20 to March 26, 1949, and 
which is commonly known as the Glade- 
water plan. The week was set aside that 
the people of Gladewater, Texas might 
study demvuetracy and live democracy for 
one solid week, and thereby become more 
conscious of the blessings that we enjoy 
under our form of government. 

The citizens of Gladewater adopted the 
following creed: The citizens of Glade- 
water, fully aware of the great battle of 
ideas between democratic and communistic 
ideologies in the world today, are under- 
taking to renew their faith in democracy 
and bring about a new birth of freedom. 
Therefore, we are adopting a plan of mili- 
tant citizenship, education, religion and 
civic responsibility, inclined to reawaken 
the individual citizen’s pride in his demo- 
cratic heritage. 

By our practical demonstration of de- 
mocracy, we hope to set off a spark to be 
followed by the 10,000 other Gladewaters 
in these United States, thereby giving 
hope and inspiration to the whole world. 


Weapon Against Communism 


We believe that the best weapon against 
Communism is an active and intelligent 
participation in public affairs on the part 
of our people. Unless Americans are 
capable of defending our economic and 
political system on an intelligent, logical 
basis we will have Jost our heritage. De- 
mocracy is not an accomplished fact. It 
is an unceasing crusade. 

Local and state governments are still 
the foundations of democracy. When we 
inform ourselves about these agencies, 
and through these established institutions 
solve our own problems we set an example 
and give hope and inspiration to America 
and the world, This is our answer to 
Communism. 

Although religion can function without 
democracy, democracy cannot function 
without religion. With this in mind, ma- 
jor importance was placed on the churches’ 
part in democracy. “Democracy Week” 
opened with a “Go to Church Campaign,” 
which was endorsed and emphasized by 
the ministers and church people of Glade- 
water with the result that of the 8000 resi- 
dents of Gladewater, 6000 of them at- 
tended church on that day. 

Yhe second project was “Brotherhood 
Night.” This featured three prominent 
speakers, Jewish, Catholic and Protestant. 


All the churches called off their mid- 
week meetings and attended the inter- 
faith meeting. 

The third project was to emphasize in 
our schools that in addition to the three 
R’s —readin’, ’ritin’ and ‘rithmetic—the 
Gladewater plan dealt with another R, 
responsibility, pointing out that it was 
just as important for young people to 
learn how to be responsible citizens as it 
was to learn how to make a living. 


Open House at a Library 


The fourth project stressed civic respon- 
sibility. Citizenship and civic responsi- 
bility are greatly inter-dependent, but 
workers on the Gladewater plan felt there 
was a great need for placing more em- 
phasis on each. They stressed the im- 
portance of taking a more active part in 
civic affairs, a greater pride in your home 
town, and its educational and cultural fa- 
cilities. A city beautification) plan was 
launched, and was a tremendous success. 
There were 2000 new trees and 3000 new 
budding plants set out on public and pri- 
vate property in the city during the week. 

Gladewater has a fine library, but many 
people were not familiar with its facilities. 
Open house was held at the library and 
people were urged to avail themselves of 
the opportunities offered. 

The young people were encouraged to 
learn about the city and county govern- 
ment. An open meeting of the city com- 
missioners and the county commissioners 
court was held to which everyone was in- 
vited. For one day the city government 
was turned over to the senior students 
from the high school. A mayor, commis- 
sioner, chief of police and other officers 
were elected at an election held at the 
high school, and they learned by actual 
experience how city and county govern- 
ment is carried on. 


Lesson for Other Towns 


The plan embraced more people work- 
ing on committees than any program ever 
before attempted in Gladewater. The buga- 
boo of actually getting people to work on 
committees was downed. Everyone who 
was asked took an active part in the plan. 
Everyone was enthusiastic and much was 
accomplished. 

We believe that what was accomplished 
in Gladewater during “Democracy Beats 
Communism Week” can be accomplished 
in 20,000 other towns and cities in these 
United States. 


Return of the Puppets 


From the Bulletin of the National Geographic Society 


One of the oldest forms of drama, the 
puppet show, is in the “smash hit” busi- 
ness these days. The modern magic of 
television has given the clever manikins a 
stage and an audience such as they never 
commanded before. But this unprecedent- 
ed wave of popularity is not entirely a 
matter of electronics. Puppets are also 
doing right well in “live” performances, 
presented to enthusiasts by more than a 
hundred professional companies now an- 
nually touring the country. 

The use of puppets is so old that its 
origin has been lost. The early Hindus, 
Egyptians, Greeks and Romans all cre- 
ated such movable dolls, capable of human- 
like antics through manipulation. 

Chinese legend tells of a puppet pres- 
entation for the emperor a thousand years 
or so before Christ. So deceptively true 
to life were the performers that the mon- 
arch became jealous when they appeared 
to flirt with his wives. He had the show’s 
master condemned to death, and not un- 
til the puppets were dismembered to prove 
their inanimate nature was the execution 
stayed. 

Some researchers says the first motion 


pictures were the ancient puppet shadow 
plays of China and Java. In the Javanese 


wayang, still performed for the island’s. 


delighted native audiences, fantastic little 
leather figures act out old legends and 
myths in shadows cast by a bright light 
on a cloth screen. 

In the West, it was from medieval Italy. 
famous for its traveling puppet troupes, 
that the art spread over Europe. Gradual- 
ly, favorite characters emerged to charm 
each nation’s children—and grownups. In 
France it was Guignol. Germany had its 
Hans Wurst; the Dutch Jan Pickel-Her- 
ringe; England its Punch and Judy. Thou- 
sands of puppet companies now are re- 
ported to be operating in postwar Eu- 


rope. 

In America, while wandering companies 
are recorded before the middle 1700s, pup- 

t shows had a limited appeal at first. 
The art had a revival in the United States 
during the early twentieth century, but it 
remained for the current boom to make 
puppet history. This country now has one 
of the world’s few exclusively puppet- 
making factories, turning out annually 
nearly 50,000 toy actors. 


Between Book Ends 


Shriek With Horror 


SHRIEK WITH PLEASURE, by Toni Howard. (Prentice 
Hall, 257 pgs., $2.75.)

“This is, frankly, a sensational novel,” 
begins the jacket blurb of “Shriek with 
Pleasure” and, there is no doubt about it, 
American readers are going to shriek with 
horror very soon after making the ac- 
quaintance of the heroine, Carla Mac- 
Murphy. 

Carla is a young American newspaper 
correspondent in Germany who spends 
more time drinking than writing and 
more time sleeping around than doing 
anything else. Indeed, her hoppings in 
and out of beds, if totaled up throughout 
these 257 pages, might set some kind of 
sexo-literary record for the year. Especial- 
ly is Carla willing if the young man, or 
even old man, can write her Washington 
Globe-Dispatch column for her or be of 
any other service, however trivial. One 
such character even as a heroine wouldn't

like this.” 

As to story, Carla shacks up with a cor- 
respondent named Bill Somers in Berlin, 
leaves him for the Frenchman in Munich, 
leaves him for several others, and acquires 
a magnificent Tatra automobile, 
with American cigarettes, which she loves 
better than anything. At the end of the 
hook the Tatra is taken from her—it was 
stolen goods and she knew it—and her 
tast boy friend deserts her. But this isn’t 
retribution by any means. Carla is on 
her way to the Far East for more of the 
same fun and is already making eyes at 
the airplane co-pilot. Not much of a story 
but the author tells it with swinging strokes 
that hammer home her theme: corruption. 

Toni Howard was a correspondent herself 
from the Normandy invasion until after 
the Nuremberg trials. There is a wondeér- 
ful ring of authenticity in her background 
and her characters, too. That is what 
makes her novel so disturbing. 


The Great Admiral 
NELSON THE SAILOR, by Capt. Russell Grenfell, RN.

There have been many books on the 
dauntless Horatio but this one is a wel- 
come addition. It is shorter and more 
concisely written than many old standbys.

The 
Senators are looking into the 
Amerasia case as part of their in- 
vestigation of charges by Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, that 
Communists are employed by the 
Government, and particularly by 
the State Department. 

Raiders Seized Papers. 

The Amerasia case involved the 
alleged theft of hundreds of se- 
cret Government papers. Agents 
of the wartime Office of Strategic 
Services and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation recovered the 
papers in raids on the New York 
headquarters of the magazine, 
which no longer is published. 

Six persons were arrested—one 
of them a lieutenant of naval in- 
telligence against whom charges 
were dropped. Two of the six 
were fined, the others released. 

The Star said the references to 
the Amerasia matter were found 
in diary notes among Forrestal’s 
papers in New York. 

Besides showing concern for 
Truman in his dealings with Rus- 
sia over the U.N., the Star said 
the notes will show that Forres- 
tal said: 

1. He telephoned FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover and urged him 
to have Tom Clark see that the 
President was “in full information 
of all the facts in the matter as 
well as their implication.” Clark, 
now a Supreme Court Justice, 
then was in charge of the Jus- 
tice Department's Criminal Divi- 
sion. 

2. He directed James K. Varda- 
man, then the newly-appointed 
White House naval aide, “to see 
to it that the President was in- 
formed on the matter.” Varda- 
man, a former St. Louisan, denied 
to the Senate committee Thurs- 
day that he ever had anything to 
do with the Amerasia case. He 
now is a member of the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

Says Vardaman Is Firm. 

The Star said Vardaman, upon 
being informed of the notes in 
Forrestal’s papers, stood by his 
emphatic denial that he knew any- 
thing about the Amerasia matter. 

It quoted Vardaman as saying 
he knew about the diary before 
he made his statement and that, 
owing to other activities in which 
he was engaged at the time, For- 
restal could not have taken the 
matter up with him. 

Testimony before the Senate 
committee has been secret, but 
reliable sources have reported 
that Vardaman’s name was men- 
tioned by Brig. Gen. Julius 
Holmes, then an assistant secre- 
tary of state. 

Assistant Attorney General 
James M. McInerney was reported 
to have told the committee that 
Forrestal was the high Govern- 
ment source understood to have 
intervened to delay arrests. 

Arrests Delayed 9 Days. 

The Star said Forrestal’s sug- 
gestion “apparently delayed ac- 
tion until the matter came to the 
attention of Mr. Truman.” 

Holmes, now American minister 
in London, has said he went to 
the White House and personally 
laid the matter before Truman. 
That was on June 2, 1945. Tru- 
man, it has been brought out in 
testimony, then ordered the Jus- 
tice Department to proceed with 
the case. The FBI made the ar- 
rests on June 6—nine days after 
Forrestal reportedly intervened. 

Philip Jaffe, editor of Amerasia 
was fined $2500 on a charge of 
conspiracy to obtain illegal pos- 
session of government documents. 
Emmanuel S. Larsen, a state de- 
partment employe, was fined $500. 
Charges against Lt. Andrew 
Roth, the naval lieutenant, were 
dropped. A grand jury refused 
to indict three others.

MRS. VANDENBERG DES 
AT 67 SENATOR'S WIE 


Pursued Career to End Despite 
Illnesses—Former News- 
paper Woman, 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Mrs. Hazel Whitaker Vandenberg, 
wife of Senator Arthur H. Van- 
denberg of Michigan, died early 
today. She was 67 years old. 

Mrs. Vandenberg has had spells 
of serious illness since she under- 
went two major operations in 
1947, Despite this and her many 
duties 'as a Senator’s wife, she 
continued active until recently in 
a varied career of her own. 

She served for a time as 


national chairman of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Alumnae Asso- 
ciation and led in a drive for a 
$1,000,000 Woman’s League build- 
ing at the university. 

In World War II, she held a 
full-time job in the Red Cross, as 
director of camps and hospital 
services. She had served six years 
as national vice president of Delta 
Gamma sorority, was active in the 
Y.W.C.A. and was a member of 
the national Campfire Girls board. 


But first of all, her friends 
said, she was a companion and 
good right arm to her husband, 
the Republicans’ chief foreign 
policy spokesman in the Senate. 

She accompanied him to many 
of the international conferences 
at which he played important 
roles after the war. 

“Pops needs me to look after 
him,” she explained. “He won't 
stop working long enough to eat 
unless I make him.” 


Mrs. Vandenberg always took 
her typewriter along on these 
trips. A one-time Chicago news- 
paperwoman, she helped her hus- 
band with his speeches and oc- 
casionally gave a hand to re- 
porters covering them. Senator 
Vandenberg was with her when 
she died in their hotel apartment. 

Just before the 1948 Republican 
Convention when her husband 
was a possibility for the presi- 
dential nomination, Mrs. Vanden- 
berg declared she hoped he did 
not win the honor. 

Mrs. Vandenberg was the Sena- 
tor’s second wife. They were mar- 
ried June 14, 1917, a few years 
after the death of his first wife. 
They had first met as students 
at the University.of Michigan. 

The oldest of the three Vanden- 
berg children was only 8 at the 
time, and the new Mrs. Vanden- 
berg became a second mother to 
them. Arthur Jr., the eldest, now 
is with one of the Rockefeller de- 
velopment corporations in Brazil. 
The two daughters, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Pfeiffer and Mrs. Barbara Bailey, 
live in Grand Rapids, Mich.

pledges of statehood for Alaska 
land Hawaii. 

Next week Chairman Joseph 
O'Mahoney will bring the state- 
hood bills to a vote in Interior 
and Insular Affairs. The Admit 
istration has made its own check 
and believes they will be favor- 
ably reported. Both have passed 
the House with a good margin. 

Further encouraging news is 
that Senator Clinton Anderson of 
New Mexico, one of the Senate's 
better cloakroom commandos, has 
agreed to lead the floor fight to 
put Alaska over. It is felt that 
when the Democrats get behind 
Alaska where Democrats are in 
the majority, Republicans will 
rally to Hawaii which has consist- 
ently sent a Republican delegate 
to Washington. 

Timeliness of Debate. 

A peculiar timeliness attaches 
to the statehood fight. The Sen- 
ate will be debating statehood for 
the two United States territories 
fronting on the Orient and Russia 
at the exact moment that Secre- 
tary of Defense Louis Johnson 
and John Foster Dulles, State De- 
partment consultant, are in Japan 
working on the.problem of a 
peace treaty. 

The task of the negotiators at 
Tokyo is to reconcile United 
‘States defense needs with demo- 
cratic leadership of the free 
world. That leadership emphati- 
cally disavows territorial aspira- 
tions. It is precisely because the 
United States has no territorial 
aspirations that statehood for its 
territories has always been its 
goal, proclaimed by its Presidents 
and major parties alike. 

Aside from the quiestion of 
justice to Alaska and Hawaii, 
whose hopes have been long de- 
layed, backers of s**ehood be- 
lieve the entire Orient will vi- 
brate to such an affirmative ex- 
pression of American idealism. It 
will represent practical propa- 
ganda, they insist, for which 
Communism can find no answer. 
Action on Safer Frontiers Urged. 

In the midst of the cold war it 
is not going to be possible to 
satisfy all of Japan’s desires for 
immediate independence. State- 
hood advocates argue that action 
now on the safer frontiers of the 
two territories will provide the 
Japanese with a rational hope 
that when the iron grip of neces- 
sity is relaxed, they, too, will be 
wholly free. 

A favorable Senate committee 
vote will not bring statehood all 
the way home. Majority Leader 
Scott Lucas, who faces a hard 
fight for re-election, is allergic to 
putting any more controversial 
bills on the calendar. The weight 
of the Administration, however, 
will be on him for this one. 

Senator Hugh Butler of Ne- 
braska, ranking Republican on In- 
terior, fears Communism in Ha- 
waii. He has been. attempting to 
form an alliance of isolationists 
and Dixiecrats, his argument to 
the southerners being that four 
new Senators will mean dilution 
of the South’s influence in the 
upper chamber. 

Strongly opposing the Butler 
position is Hawaiian delegate 
Joseph Farrington, a popular and 
influential Republican whose wife 
is national committeewoman and 
president of the National Repub- 
ican Women’s Clubs. 

Alaska does not suit the book 
of some Republicans. These in- 
clude Senator Robert Taft who 
complains it is too sparsely popu- 
lated to maintain a state govern- 
ment and consists chiefly of fed- 
eral payrollers, all Democrats.

Board Retains Jurisdiction. 


Under the majority order, the 
commission will retain jurisdic- 
tion in the case for the purpose 


former service of either Public 
Service or County Transit, if 
there should be any showing that 
service under the new arrange- 
ment was inadequate. 
The order also contains pro- 
visions apparently intended to 
force county municipalities to 
grant local permits for use of 
streets designed by the commis- 
sion for the new bus routes and 
extensions and re-routing of ex- 
isting lines. 
It provides that if Public Serv- 
ice and County Transit are un- 
able to obtain the necessary au- 
thority for use of the streets, the 
companies are excused from op- 
erating the new bus routes. The 
effect would be to permit aban- 
donment of the lines without any 
provision for substitution of bus 
service for the routes dropped. 
Under a previous order last 
year, the commission authorized 
Public Service to _ substitute 
busses on several streetcar lines. 
But refusal of Glendale and 
Overland to permit use of their 
streets for busses blocked the 
scheduled bus substitution on the 
Kirkwood and Creve Coeur lines. 
Dissent on Two Lines. 
In their separate dissenting 
opinions, Osburn and Henson ex- 
pressed no objection to abandon- 
ment of streetcar operations on 
the Kirkwood and Creve Coeur 
lines, but asserted that Public 
Service Co. should be required to 
operate the substitute bus lines 
because it is the strongest com- 
pany. 
In his opinion, Osburn said 
County Transit ‘admittedly 
stands on the brink of bank- 
ruptcy,” and in comparison to 
the Public Service Co. it is “very 
adolescent.” 
“The plan before us, which the 
majority of the commission is re- 
luctantly willing to try for a 
while, will give considerable fi- 
nancial aid to Public Service,” 
the chairman said. “In fact, I 
am inclined to believe that it is 
the principal beneficiary of the 
majority report and order, with 
County Transit receiving the 
small remaining residue of the 
bequest. 
“Disregard of Public Interest.” 


“I am quite positive the citi- 
zens who reside in the communi- 
ties along the Kirkwood and 
Creve Coeur lines will not inherit 
any benefits from this ‘compre- 
hensive’ plan. It is because of 
the total disregard of the public 
interest that I oppose this part 
of the plan, and I might add that 
the prime factor of selecting the 
predominant carrier in the field 
was, in my opinion, entirely over- 
looked in respect to these two 
lines. 

“The citizens of cogmunities 


of ordering restoration of the, 


which have been served by Public 
Se since before the begin- 
of this century are to be left 
and deserted by one of the strong- 
est transit companies in America. 
“Instead of traveling from 
Overland, Kirkwood and other 
cities to St. Louis via one strong 
company at one fare, they will be 
charged two fares to be hauled 
there, and in some cases over 
circuitous routes, via two com- 
panies.” 
Fiscal Problem Unsolved. 

The chairman declared the plan 
will not solve County Transit’s 
financial problems, and he raised 
the question whether there might 
be subsequent joint applicants by 
“these two friendly and co-oper- 
ative companies” seeking further 
withdrawals of Public Service 
from its county transit responsi- 
bilities in favor of the other firm. 

Henson said in his opinion that 
if the Public Service fare on the 
Kirkwood and Creve Coeur lines 
is unjustifiably low for such long 
rides, it could be augmented by 
an additional zone fare which 
still could be held below the ag- 
gregate fares that will be charged 
riders by the two firms. 

He contended the approved 
plan did little to help County 
Transit, because the company will 
be permitted to continue other 
highly unprofitable lines which 
are not covered by the order. 

Osburn and Henson also object- 
ed to abandonment of the Brent- 
wood and Dale-Hanley bus routes 
of the Public Service Co. which 
under the plan will be replaced 
by new County Transit bus 
routes. 


Doubts of Majority. 


The three commissioners ex- 
pressed doubt as to whether the 
plan will materially aid the Coun- 
‘ty Transit firm whose attorney 
told the commission during a 
hearing on the application that 
the company may have to quit 
unless a solution was found to its 
financial problems. 

“Due to the unsound financial 
position of County Transit, we 
have great concern as to the 
propriety of permitting Public 
Service to permanently withdraw 
from its routes in the county and 
relinquish its business to County 
Transit,” the majority opinion 
said. 

“Were it necessary for us to 
consider our actions in this case 
a finality, it uld be doubtful if 
we could consider such a transfer 
as being in the public interest. 
“We seriously doubt that the 
immediate relief that will accrue 
to County Transit will be lasting 
or will extricate that company 
from its financial dilemma. It is 
imperative therefore that the 
course of action we prescribe in 
this case be in the nature of a 
temporary or trial basis.” 
Although adoption of the pro- 
posal will cause some inconven- 
ience and force some persons to 
pay higher fares, the majority 
opinion contended the resultant 
fares will not be inequitable, and 
over-all transportation needs of 
the communities justify the cost 
and inconvenience Public policy, 
they said, demands that County 
Transit be kept solvent. 

Transfer Interchange Rejected. 
The majority opinion dismissed 
as too costly a proposal for inter- 
change of transfers between the 
two companies. 

If applied on a system-wide 
basis, it was reported, it would 
cost Public Service $360,000 a 
year. If applied only to those 
lines involved in the plan, it 
would cost Public Service $186,- 
000 and County Transit $155,000 
a year. 

The majority commissioners 
pointed out that County Transit 
is losing $7549 a year on its Ellis- 
ville, Oakville and Creve Coeur 
lines, which were not involved in 
the pending case. They admon- 
ished the company to re-examine 
these operations to make certain 
there has been no undue subsidi- 
zation on these unprofitable 
routes by its more profitable 
lines. 

Objections to the plan were 
voiced during the hearing by rep- 
resentatives of many county mu- 
nicipalities and organizations. An 
appeal from the commission’s 
order may be filed in the courts 
if a motion for a rehearing of the 
case is overruled. An appeal 
would delay the plan from being 
put into operation.

G-M Stock Split News. 

Directors of; G-M announced 
late Monday they recommended 
a two-for-one split in common 
stock, subject to stockholder ac- 
ceptance believed sure. 

That action came as a complete 
surprise. It came when the mar- 
ket was wavering, and investment 
analysts had recommended taking 
profits and holding cash .for a 
wider decline.

WORKER’S BUYING 
POWER UP 36 PCT. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
The average worker’s purchasing 
power rose by 36 per cent from 
1939 to 1948. 

That is shown in a publication 
of the Department of Labor’s Bur- 


with a survey of annual earnings 
of workers covered by the federal 
social security program. 
In actual dollars the average 
worker’s pay rose more than 133 
per cent from 1939 ‘to 1948. How- 
ever, when /price increases in that 
period are discounted, the Bureau 
said, the worker is 86 per cent 
better off in terms of things he 
can buy with the dollars. 
This so-called “real wage” gain 
rose 45 per cent from 1939 to 
1944 but diminished to 36 per 
cent in 1948 due to the postwar 
price increases. 
The average annual earnings 
rose from $1113 in 1939 to $2600 
in 1948. This was caused by a 
rapid rise in wage rates and in- 
troduction of substantial overtime 
work during the war. As of 1947, 
the publication said, roughly one 
tenth of the workers earned less 
than $1000; one third, between 
$1000 and $2000; another third, 
between $2000 and $3000, andthe 
remainder, or almost one fourth 
of the workers, more than $3000. 
Among regularly employed male 
workers in 1947 at least half of 
them received more than $2730. 
At least half of the female work- 
ers received less than $1600.

OT peace at any price, but “peace at almost any price’— 
Nene is the policy of a great many husbands, and Mrs. L. 
ought to remember it. 

“I never thought I was aggressive or bossy or nagging,” 
she explains. “My husband has never complained of such 
things. He generally lets me have my way, but I always sup- 
posed it was because he recognized that it was the right way! 

“Lately I overheard some of his relatives talking about me. 
They say you never hear anything good of yourself, but I was 
astonished to hear them talking as if my husband were hen- 
pecked and browbeaten—by me! Seems to me if that were the 
case, he would have fought back. He’s no milk-sop in the 
business world, I can assure you. But now I’m upset. How 
can I find out?”

FIRST THING TO DO, Mrs. L., would be to take stock of 
your own aggressiveness. : 

Next, you ought to realize that your husband's failure to 
fight back does not necessarily mean that you are not imposing 
on him. I think it is true that the average man will let himself 
be imposed on a good deal—by his wife—because he thinks life 
is too short to be squabbling over trifles. Wives should be all 
the more on the lookout that they don’t abuse this pacifist 
tendency, says psychologist Edward Montier, whe has discussed 
it in some detail. . 

Maybe it’s largely laziness and indifference, Prof. Montier 
says. Maybe a man doesn’t deserve any particular credit for 
being a pacifist in his own home. Maybe he carries his love 
of peace too far, until it becomes surrender to injustice. But 
it is a fact nonetheless, he declares; and on the other hand he 
thinks that women, in defense of the best causes, and with the 
most noble sentiments, “are absolutely exasperating in their 
way of looking at the subject and attempting to get their own 
way. They will look at broad questions from the narrowest 
point of view, will drown themselves in details, continually get 
away from the real question at issue; they will seize on every 
slight concession the husband makes, exaggerate its importance, 
and exult in triumph which is largely imaginary.”

but I think you and other wives would do well, Mrs. L., to take 
this masculine pacifism into account. Don't suppose you are 
always right and your husband wrong, merely because he 
doesn't pick a fight over some issue.

We went straight to- the Grand 


Hotel where we are staying. 


The board members of the 
Women’s Business and Profes- 
sional organization invited Miss 
Thompson and me to an informal 
and very pleasant lunch, This 
was followed by the usual press 
conference with a great number 
of photographers and a_ great 
many press representatives. 
Rather few questions were asked, 
however, and those that were re- 
ferred to my talk in Oslo on the 
Human Rights Commission.

AT THREE-THIRTY we drove 
with our Charge d’Affaires and 
Mrs. Cumming out to Drottning- 
holm, the summer palace of the 
King. The King was kind enough 
to see me for a few minutes, and 
as large a number of photogra- 
phers as I have seen anywhere in 
the United States came in to pho- 
tograph us together. I was par- 
ticularly glad to have this oppor- 
tunity to thank King Gustaf him- 
self for giving me the Prince Carl 
Medal last winter. 

Princess Sibylla, after giving us 
tea, accompanied us on a tour of 
the rooms on the lower floor of 
the palace. This was the first 
time Elliott’s children have had 
an opportunity of seeing rooms, 
portraits and tapestries that are 
connected with historical events. 
They were very interested. It was 
explained to us that the living 
apartments have smaller rooms, 
with very charming paintings and 
are much pleasanter than the 
formal rooms which we walked 
through. 

I was also told that the kitchen 


is situated in one of the wings. 
This means that the food has to be 
carried across the courtyard and 
brought up on a dumb-waiter to 
the dining room in the central 
building. In a much smaller way 
that was what they did in Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., and in Mount Ver- 
non in our early days. Inevitably 
this presents a problem when 
serving hot meals, particularly in 
the winter months, though now 
they probably have thermos con- 
tainers which were lacking in the 
old days. We were then shown 
the second floor and later drove 
home to prepare for our evening 
meeting.

THE COUNTRY IS picturesque 
with water on every side. Stock- 
holm seems to have a great num- 
ber of bridges and also a great 
many very charming houses and 
gardens in the outskirts. I am 
struck by the fact that these 
Scandinavian cities seem to have 
no slums and no ugly approaches, 
such as you woul see in ap- 
proaching one of our big cities. 
The country looks clean and tidy, 
the cities are clean and tidy. And 
yet they told me in Oslo that 
there are many poorer homes 
without bathrooms, or any of the 
facilities to which we are accus- 
tomed in the United States. Per- 
haps when a city is celebrating its 
900th anniversary as Oslo is 
doing, you have reached the point 
where cleanliness and tidiness are 
essential, because the results of 
carelessness would probably be 
very disastrous.
